Your School Warrant contains two special articles: 


Article 10 related to a Bus Capital Reserve Fund. At the pres- 
ent time no money has been set aside for a future 
bus purchase. Your Superintendent, School Board 
and Budget Committee recommend that an amount 
not to exceed $3,000.00 be placed into this fund from 
the 1968-69 unemcumbered balance for this purpose. 


Article 11 relates to the Tuition Contract. Every three years 
the School Boards draft a contract that is submit- 
ted to the State Board for approval. A vote of the 
District is required to do this.
